Gunn Injured in 
Virginia Bus Accident 


Tiandra Gunn, daughter of 
Charles and Angela Hamilton of 
Inkster, was one of a number of 
youths and adults who were in- 
jured when their chartered tour 
bus, which was visiting various 
historical civil-rights sites, swerved 
off of |-95 and dropped about 150 
feet down a steep incline, crash- 
ing through trees and brush, to 
endupin Virginia's Nottaway River 
about50 miles south of Richmond. 

The accident has received a 
great deal of coverage in the na- 
tional media, in part because its 
sole fatality was 25-year-old Adisa 
Foluke, who was considered by 
civil-rights leader Rosa Parks to 
be a sort of "adopted grandson.” 

Besides immediate injuries 
involving multiple broken bones in 
her ankles, legs, and knees, the 
16-year-old has also developed a 
dangerous swelling of her brain 
and begun suffering seizures. Her 
parents have travelled to Virginia, 
where she is hospitalized, in order 
to be with her. 

Charles and Angela Hamilton 
are familiar to many Romulus resi- 
dents because of the work they do 
in connection with the Romulus 
Recreation Center.

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Local Woman Bikes 450 Miles in Fund Raiser 


Lisa Decker, the daughter of Den- 
nis and Karen Decker of Romulus, was 
one of approximately 1,600 bicyclists 
who made a six-day journey from Min- 
neapolis/St. Paul to Chicago as part of 
the "Twin Cities>Chicago AIDS Ride 
Presented by Tanqueray" which was 
held July 1-6. The fund-raising event 
has generated approximately $4 million 
for AIDS-related services at various fa- 
cilities in Chicago and Minneapolis. 

The AIDS Ride is not a race; each 
cyclist travels at his or her own pace 
along the route. The 450-mile course is 
an often breathtaking mosaic of the 
area's diverse terrain — a montage of 
riverbanks andwildflower country, farm- 
ing communities and forests that show- 
cases the beauty of the Great Lakes 
region. 

"Participating inthe AIDS Ride was 
probably one of the most incredible 
experiences I've ever had," said Decker, 
a 1994 graduate of Romulus High 
Schoolwho currently resides in Livonia. 
"It was SO much more than a bike ride; 
it was an experience that increased my 


awareness of the impact that HIV/AIDS 
can have on people and their friends 
and family. Seeing so many different 
kinds of people come together to sup- 
port each other in the fight against AIDS 
aroused an indescribable feeling." 

Decker said that, although the six- 
day trek was a definite challenge, itwas 
also personally rewarding. 

"Every morning for six days, all 
1,630 riders would rise early inthe morn- 
ing and attempt to make it through an- 
other day without too many disasters. 
Every day felt alittle longer, andthe pain 
got a little stronger, but the excitement 
kept us going." 

But perhaps the biggest challenge 
posed by the Ride is one that the 20- 
year-old Decker has not yet completely 
met: raising the event's $2,300 mini- 
mum sponsorship amount. 

"| sent letters to my family and 
friends, and they, inturn, passed copies 
along to others. The response | got was 
better than | had expected — in fact, 
some of my family members surprised 
me with the amount they donated — but,

The standard income-tax deduc- 
tion was increased from $2,500 to 
$2,700 for adults and children over 12 
years of age; parents of children six to 
12 years old will be able to deduct 
$3,000 per child. This translates into a 
Savings of $22 for each child ages six to 
12, and $32.50 for each child under six. 

The Legislature also doubled the 
State income-tax credit for college tu- 
ition, from four percent of tuition and 
fees to eight percent, and expanded the 
maximum credit from $250 to $375. 
Road Funding Plan Approved 

The Legislature approved a biparti- 
san package which raises $355 million 
in new revenue to fix Michigan's roads. 
The plan utilizes $69 million in interest 
from the budget stabilization fund, and 
raises $43 million by modernizing fees 
for trucks and $200 million from the 
four-cents-per-gallon gas-tax increase 
proposed by the Governor. Three cents 
of the increase will be divided between 
the State, counties, and cities and vil- 
lages; the remaining one cent is desig- 
nated for bridge repair. 

The package preserves local con- 
trol over local roads and protects the 
distribution of road funding from the 
State to local communities.

New Database To Be On-line Soon 

A new web database which lists 
more than 201,000 magazines, news- 
papers, and other materials, is expected 
to be on-line soon. The Serials, Periodi- 
cals, and Newspapers (SPAN) data- 
base lists both the publications and the 
Michigan libraries in which they can be 
found. Although access to SPAN — avail- 
able through the Internet and in a CD- 
ROM version — will be limited to local 
public and academic libraries at first, it 
will also be accessible through home 
computers beginning in September. 
Deadline for Hunting Licenses 

Attention hunters: This year, the 
deadline for an antlerless-deer permit 
was moved to August 1 (the old dead- 
line was September 24). 

Last year, the Legislature made a 
number of changes that will affect hunt- 
ers, implementing a $4 application fee 
and making licenses available “overthe 
counter" instead of through a drawing. 

More than 456,000 antlerless-deer 
hunting licenses are available this year, 
compared to 400,000 last year. Deer 
licenses will be issued on a first-come, 
first-served basis.
